Sloan, had saved about $1,900,000 
in taxes from 1934 to 1936 by the 
use of personal holding companies, 
Abe Fortas, the commission ex- 
pert, testified also that Mrs. Wil- 


hemina du Pont Ross of Montchan- 
in, Del., had saved $40,405 in 1936 
through the Renappi Corporation, 
which derives substantial income 
from securities and gas leases. 

He said Mrs. Ross had trans- 
ferred to this company, in addition 
to securities and leases, “a large 
farm and a racing stable.” The 
names of other members of the 
wealthy du Pont family had been 
brought into the investigation previ- 
ously. 

Others Named. 

In quick succession Fortas had 
presented more prominent names to 
the tax investigators. They in- 
cluded Henry L. Doherty, president 
of Cities Service Co., Cartter Lup- 
ton of Chattanooga and Mrs. Helen 
S. Raskob, wife of John J. Ras- 
kob, former Democratic National 
Chairman. 

Turning to the Sloans, Fortas 
asserted that Mrs. Sloan of Great 
Neck, L. IL, owned the Jackson 
Corporation, Snug Harbor Develop~- 
ment Corporation and half of the 
I'ew Castle Corporation. He said 
Mr. Sloan was a director of the du 
Pont company, Pullman company, 
and owned the Rene Corporation, 
Marquette Corporation, and the 
other half of the New Castle Cor- 
poration. 

The last three were described 
by Fortas as personal holding com- 
panies, 

Fortas testified that the five 
personal holding companies owned 
by the Sloans resulted in what he 
termed “tax avoidance” by them of 
about $470,000 in 1934, $425,000 in 
1935 and $1,025,000 in 1936. 


Autos Put in Corporations. 

The witness, in naming Mrs. Rase- 
kob, said owners of personal hold- 
ing companies, even though sub- 
ject to taxation, have “deprived the 
Government of revenues—have 
avoided their full share of taxes” 
by turning over to their corpora- 
tions homes, estates, airplanes and 
automobiles.

British Financiers Ready for Re- 
shipment of French Gold. 
LONDON, June 29. — The first 
reaction of English traders to the 


French declaration of a gold mora- | 


torium today was that a devalua- 
tion of the franc was forthcoming. 

French funds have been flowing 
to London in gre°t volume recent- 
ly, but this city is prepared for 
their eventual reshipment as soon 
as financial adjustments are com- 
pleted. 

The House of Commons last night 
approved a proposal to increase the 
British monetary equalization fund 
by £200,000,000 ($1,000,000,000) after 
Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said the purpose was to 
aid general world trade. The in- 
crease will raise the gold-buying 
fund total to $2,750,000,000. 

The Chancellor disclosed that last 
March 30 the British equalization 
fund owned 26,674,000 ounces of fine 
gold and the Bank of England 73,- 
842.000 ounces, thus giving Britain 
a total of $3,518,060,000 worth of 
gold at the United States fixed rate 
of $35 an ounce. All figures of the 
equalization fund are at least three 
months old betore made public.

CLEVELAND, O.—Fighting it out 
on the picket line with John L. 
Lewis and the C I O is nothing new 
for Tom M. Girdler of Republic 
Steel. He has been battling against 
unionism ever since he entered the 
steel industry 35 years ago. 

Hard-boiled, bald-headed Tom 
Girdler got his start in a meteoric 
career, which has netted him riches 
and reputation, by keeping the un- 
ions out of Aliquippa, site of the 
principal mills of Jones & Laugh- 
lin. He left that town and the cor- 
poration of which he had become 
president, in 1929, to become chair- 
man of the board of Republic. 

What he did is an industrial 
epic, but characterization of his 
method depends upon the point of 
view. From the standpoint of steél 
executives, he made Aliquippa. A 
Pennsylvania community of 32,000, 
it is the “model company town.” 
From the viewpoint of unionists 
and sociological workers, it became 
“the Siberia of the industry.” 

Foe of Professional Unionism. 

Long before the Committee for 
Industrial Organization was ever 
heard of, Girdler was a foe of pro- 
fessional unionism. He was as 
basically opposed to any agreement 
with William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
as he is to making terms today 
with Lewis. 

He is frankly and outspokenly a 
member of the G. O. P. Old Guard, 
both politically and industrially. 

For 10 years, from about 1915 to 
1925, Girdler ruled Aliquippa, a 
place of 31 nationalities, with iron 
hand and all-seeing eye. 

Unwary union organizers were 
escorted out of town. Others knew 
better than to set foot there. In 
the great steel strike of 1919, when 
labor vainly fought for abolition of 
the 12-hour day and 7-day week, 
Girdler’s mills never closed, nor 
were they disturbed by picket lines. 

His success in keeping unionism 
from Aliquippa was regarded by 
steel executives as one of the major 
factors in swinging the pivotal 
Pittsburgh district against union 
organization. 


Met His Men Individually. 

Girdler operated then much as he 
is doing today. He kept Aliquippa 
a model company town. He met his 
employes individually. He barred 
outsiders. No labor trouble dis- 
turbed his routine. Production 
mounted. Girdler got his first re- 
ward by becoming vice-president 
in charge of operations. Later he 
became president. In two years he 
is credited with increasing the 
company’s earnings by about $5,- 
000,000 and earning $600,000 for 
himself in salary and bonuses. 

Aliquippa, however, remained the 
apple of his eye. From his Pitts- 
burgh office he kept a supervisory 
eye on it. Even after leaving Jones 
& Laughlin he sent his men to the 
scene when labor trouble threat- 
ened. . 

Only last month, when Jones & 
Laughlin held its plant elections, 
resulting in a C I O victory by a 
count of 17,000 to 7000 and a signed 
contract, Girdler sent armed men 
to his old bailiwick. 

His “Observers” Go Armed. 

When his emissaries were detect- 
ed electioneering, Girdler blandly 
explained they were “observers.” 
He laughingly referred to them in 
discussing with the writer his in- 
dustrial philosophy and in confirm- 
ing the major points presented to 
him by the correspondent about his 
activities at Aliquippa. He even 
added a few anecdotes of his own 
for good measure.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
— rather Surprised at the apathy 
manifested by Missourians as to the 
sales tax. To my way of thinking, it is 
the fairest form of taxation yet devised, 
although I admit food products should be 
exempted. 

My family and myself spend about 
$5000 a year and if we paid sales tax on 
everything we purchased, this would mean 
a tax of $150. The poor man earning, 
Say, $500 a year, pays but $15 tax. 

The State property tax has been re- 
moved in Illinois because of the sales 
tax, and for every rich man or corpora- 
tion this benefits, 100 poor property own- 
ers are benefited.

‘and added expense to virtually every St. Louis citizen, 
that will have a damaging effect on many local 
‘fields of business, was passed last week by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

There was widespread opposition to 
these levies: in fact, not a witness appeared in their 
behalf at the public hearings. The Aldermen acted, 
however, under pressure of the city’s straitened fi- 
nancial condition, to help raise the money required 
to wipe out last year’s deficit, provide for relief and 
balance this year’s budget. The four taxes are ex- 
‘pected to yield a total of $1,950,000 for the year. 

These bills have not yet been signed by Mayor 
‘Dickmann, and he has stated that he will veto them 
if the current campaign to obtain collection of de-

HAT the King does is less important 
W ivan what he is. His occupations are 

executive and political; representative 
and ceremonial; private and personal. The 
three overlap. Not much of his so-called 
private life is allowed by his subjects and 
masters to be devoid of some measure of 
public significance. 

Which of the Crown's powers are still the 
King’s” What acts may he yet perform on 
his own initiative, and not as the mere 
agent or automaton of the Cabinet? Of the 
might of the medieval King, feudal lord 
of all land and lieges, marching man who 
led the nation to war, actual administrator 
who ordered its daily doings in time of

Questions difficult to answer, for the an- 
swers depend on human as well as political 
factors. These are continually changing. 
The lawyers do not let themselves be dis- 
couraged by such difficulties. They com- 
pile their kingly Cannots—impressive lists 
of them. 

The lists prove, briefly, that the great 
historic prerogatives of. the King are pre- 
cisely those he may not exercise; that the 
principal things he is supposed to be able 
to do are the principal things he cannot do. 

He cannot decide or control the general 
policy of the country. He cannot publicly 
express an opinion on matters of state. He 
cannot choose the Prime Minister, or the 
other Ministers, He cannot dismiss them. 
He cannot dissolve Parliament. He cannot 
refuse his assent to a bill. He cannot 
attend the meetings of the Cabinet. He 
cannot refuse to take the Cabinet's advice. 
He cannot take advice from persons out- 
side the Cabinet. He cannot exercise his 
royal prerogative of mercy. He cannot cede 
territory. He cannot make. war. 
treaties, peers, Bishops, Judges. The 
can make speeches, but not the 
Speech 

Some of these absolutes are doubtful. The 
King can still influences policy, He can 
confidentially press a policy upon his Prime 
Minister, seek to dissuade him from another, 
delay the execution of a third When the 
party called to power has no undisputed 
leader, the King still has a say in choosing 
the Prime Minister. Victoria sent for Rose- 
bery in preference to Harcourt. George V 
had a word in the selection of Baldwin in 
preference to Curzon. 

He has not quite lost the power of ap- 
pointing, or at least successfully suggesting 
to the Prime Minister, individual members 
of the. Cabinet. Balfour brought in some 
Ministers on Edward VII's recommendation. 
How far, since then, the King has had a 
hand in Cabinet-making is not accurately 
known. 

His prerogative of dissolution is not ob- 
solete. The Cabinet decides to dissolve Par- 
liament, but it must get the King’s consent. 
This is not always a formality, and a situa- 
tion ts possible in which he might refuse it: 
or in which, in consultation with the Prime 
Minister, his judgment one way or the other 
might be decisive. His veto is dead; but he

No sovereign since Queen Anne has ve- 
toed a single bill. None has been the real 
ruler of the country since William III, or 
decided main lines of national policy since 
George III. But as long as there is a per- 
son in the state called King, some measure 
of influence and therefore power he must 
continue to possess. The King of England 
has almost no power left for evil: a good 
deal for good. 

How does the King perform his business 
of state? In the first place by oral com- 
munication, interviews with — audiences 
granted to—his Prime Ministers and other 
principal men in the state. At the Palace 
he gives audience; reads the innumerable 
papers of all sorts that he still must read; 
finds time, as best he may, to reflect about 
what he hears and reads. 

Mere signing is still a royal burden, but 
there is less of it than there was. The King 
no longer signs all officers’ commissions 
with his own tired hand. Victoria was once 
16,000 commissions in arrears, and used to 
sit up far into the night to work them off. 

* . - 

Then there are the things the King does 
because of what he is. All the formal, and 
representative, and ceremonial duties of the 
Crown. The rites of the nation. Some of 
these are essential, and many of them can 
be looked upon as useful activities. Some- 
body must perform them. The fact that 
Majesty performs them adds significance, 
solemnity or eclat to the events; delights or 
placates the persons received or honored; 
aids all the good causes, encourages the 
people who are directly concerned in them, 
and arouses the interest and opens the 
purses of others. Royalty gives impetus to 
every cause. In the sun of Majesty’s favor, 
things go with more of a swing 

It must sometimes be tedious; even though 
the technique of royalty in suffering bores 
and chores gladly is exceedingly highly de- 
veloped The dullest of deputations must 
be received with an alert smile: each indi- 
vidual bore given a handshake and a sen- 
tence or two of appropriate and interested 
comment. The King will usually have been 
coached in the subject by one of his secre- 
taries; even so, the proportion of sense he 
talks is surprising. Memory and quick as- 
similation of a subject are of course chief 
objectives of his training. 

All day long, the King has to be chang- 
ing clothes and uniforms; all day long, he 
has to be gracious and smiling. At the end 
of the day, dead tired, half-dazed perhaps, 
he must not show it. 

Last of all, the King’s own private life re- 
mains. Of an individual existence free and 
unwatched, following his own bent, his time 
and body and soul his own, very little in- 
deed remains.

(4) Anonymity. There are so many leg- 
islators that their votes necessarily are not 
reported in the newspapers, except occae 
sionally in the case of the Senate, and the 
people in any county seldom know what 
their Representative is doing. This makes 
doubly easy the job of the lobbyist with 
money to spend. 

Not a few Missouri Democratic newspa- 
pers feel constrained to defend the Legi* 
lature and apologize for it simply because 
of party. We do not. The faults of the 
General Assembly are not particularly par- 
tisan faults. They are defects of structure 
and age. The machinery of government, 
like any other, needs to keep up with the 
times.

Giving Up Three Jobs. 

In resigning, Dr. Heller is giving 
up three jobs: dean of the grad- 
uate school, chairman of the de- 
partment of general literature, and 
editor-in-chief of the university 
publications. He resigned last year 
from the job which he originally 
came here to take in 1891—profes- 
sor and head of the department of 
German. 

When the young Dr. Heller 
joined in 1891, Washington Univer- 
sity had less than 100 students and, | 
incredible as it seems in a city like 
St. Louis, no professor of German; 
but Charles Nagel, who even at that 
time was already unofficial leader 
of the German-American’ group 
here, had _ interested Adolphus 
susch in endowing a German pro- 
fessorship. Dr. Heller was. ap- 
pointed. 

BRefore that things had not been 
too rosy for the young Germanist. 
Born in Saxony in 1863, the son of 
a gentleman farmer who later met 
financial reverses in the sugar-beet 
industry, Dr. Heller had come to 
America in 1885 as a tutor. When 
that work stopped he eked out a 
living teaching at a Philadelphia 
language school already on the 
down-grade, and then he went for 
two years to Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology as instructor in 
German and French. 

At Home at Washington U. 

At Washington University he im- 
mediately felt at home. He liked 
the German element in St. Louis, a 
group which he descrjbed as having 
a real patriotism, “which believed 
that by maintaining the best of Ger- 
man culture, history, literature and 
art it could contribute something 
desirable to the making of a sound 
Americanism.” Dr. Heller shudders 
at the difference between this atti-— 
tude and that of contemporary Ger- 
man propagandists in America. 

The number of positions which 
Dr. Heller held at Washington Uni- 
versity testify to his energy within 
the college. He has been no less 
active outside. Within the colleyve 
he gradually broadened his

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29.—A 
quo warranto proceeding to oust 
Dr. Solon Cameron, Republican, as 


a member of the St. Louis Board 
of Education, which involves an- 
other legal test of State laws gov- 
erning the political division of mem- 
bers of the board, was filed in the 
Missouri Supreme Court late yes- 
terday by Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick. 

The suit was filed by MckKit- 
trick, he said, at the instance of 
counsel for Richard Murphy, Demo- 
crat, who received a greater num- 
ber of votes than Dr. Cameron in 
the St. Louis municipal 2'ection last 
April 6, in which four full four-year 
term vacancies in the Board of 
Education were filled. 

Dr. Cameron, a Republican, was 
certified as elected, however, by 
the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners under a decision of 
the Missouri Supreme Court last 
April 9 holding that not more than 
six of the 12 members of the Board 
of Education could be affiliated 
with the same political party. 

Had Murphy been seated by the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
the Board of Education would have 
included seven Democrats and five 
Republicans. 

Supreme Court’s Ruling. 

The Supreme Court in that deci- 
sion invalidated a provision of an 
act passed by the Legisiature in 
1933 which would have required 
membership of the St. Louis Board 
of Education to be divided equally 
between the two dominant political 


parties, Democratic and Republic-. 


an. In the same opinion the Su- 
preme Court sustained a provision 
that not more than six of the mem- 
bers could be affiliated with the 
same party. 

On the face of the official re- 
turns, the four candidates receiv- 
ing the highest votes for the four 
full term vacancies were Mrs. Hay- 
mer Lowenhaupt, Democrat; Thom- 
as F. Quinn, Democrat; Richard 
Murphy, Democrat, and Mark D. 
Eagleton, Republican. Murphy, 
Democrat, the third ranking can- 
didate, received 108,447 votes, and 
Dr. Cameron, Republican, fifth 
ranking candidate, 95,933. Dr. 
Cameron was certified as elected, 
however, under the Supreme Court 
ruling that not more than six of 
one party could hold membership 
on the board. 

McKittrick in his suit contended 
that Murphy was legaliy elected 
as a member of the board, on the 
face of the official returns of the 
election, which were not contested. 
The Attorney-General contended 
that Dr. Cameron was defeated and 
that the action of the Board of 
Election Commissioners in certify- 
ing his election was iNlegal, and 
that Dr. Cameron was unlawfully 
holding office as a member of the 
Board of Education.

The present administration build- 
ing will be converted into a receiv- 
jing and quarantine department for 
confinement of convicts for several 
weeks after they are committed to 
the prison. The new $370,500 hos- 
pital will replace the present inade- 
quate hospital facilities. 

Construction of the buildings is 
peing financed with State and Fed- 
eral funds, the Federal Government 
paying about 45 per cent of the cost. 
The State funds are derived from 
the $10,000,000 State bond issue vot- 
ed in 1934 for rehabilitation of State 
eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions. 

Start of Modern System. 

Gov. Stark said the construction 
now beginning was the start of a 
modern penal system for the State, 
“of which no Missourian need be 
ashamed.” 

He said construction work prob- 
ably would be started in the fall 
on a proposed new outgoing prison, 
to cost about $878,000. It will house 
convicts with good prison records 
during the latter part of their con- 
finement. This proposed expendi- 
ture of $878,000 is in addition to the 
$3,700,000 program for rehabilita- 
tion of the existing penitentiary.

years ago. The original prison had 
40 cells. 

Records showed, the Governor 
said, that this original prison was 
overcrowded in two years after it 
opened. Overcrowding apparently 
has been a continuing problem in 
the Missouri prison since that time, 
the enlargements at intervals not 
keeping pace with the growth of 
the prison population. By 1864 the 
prison population reached 384, in 
1900 it was sHightly more than 2000 
and the peak population was 
reached in 1934 with 4772 inmates. 
The prison today has 4361 inmates. 

Construction of a dormitory out- 
side the prison walls for convicts 
assigned to duty as trusties was 
completed recently at a cost of $97,- 
350, and a new warehouse within 
the walls has been built at a cost 
of $52,246. Work is under way on 
a dormitory and other buildings for 
the women’s department, which ad- 
Joins the main penitentiary. This 
unit will cost about $78,000. An- 
other dormitory for convicts on 
outside duty will be built on prison 
farm No. 2, across the Missouri 
River from Jefferson City. It will 
cost about $100,000. 


COMMITTEE APPROVES LAND 
BANK LOAN RATE EXTENSION 


Senators Ignore Roosevelt Warning 
It Will Cost Treasury $31,700,- 
000 in Interest Subsidies. 
WASHINGTON, June 29. — The 
Senate Banking Committee ap- 
Proved a one-year extension of the 
3’ per cent interest rate on Fed- 

eral Land Bank loans today. 

Both President Roosevelt and W. 
I Myers, Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration, had urged 
that the measure be disapproved 
on the ground it would cost the 
Federal Treasury $31,700,00 in in- 
terest subsidies to farm borrowers. 

The committee voted to report 
favorably a bill continuing the low 
rate until June 30, 1938, and raising 
it to 4 per cent thereafter.

Had West opened the jack of dia- 
monds, the defeat of the contract 
would have been automatic, since 
the loss of three diamonds, one club 
and one heart could not have been 
avoided. The ten of clubs opening 
lead, however, gave declarer the op- 
portunity for a beautiful play. He 
won the first trick and laid down. 
the heart king. East won and re- 
turned the king and queen of clubs. 
South followed to the first, and 
ruffed the second with the eight of 
hearts. Two more high trumps now 
disclosed that East had started with 
four, which gave declarer food for 
thought. 

It was quite obvious that the dia- 
mond king would not stand up as 
an entry to dummy, hence to draw 
trumps and lead a diamond would 
virtually be surrendering three dia- 
mond tricks and the contracts. (If 
declarer had cashed his high spades, 
drawn trumps and led a diamond, 
West would merely have had to be 
careful to put up a high diamond so 
that his partner would not be 
thrown into an automatic end- 
play.) 

On the logical assumption that 
since Bast had held four hearts, the 
rest of his hand probably was di- 
vided 3-3-3, declarer saw a splendid 
avenue to his contract. He cashed 
the ace and king of spades and, in- 
stead of picking up East's nine of 
trumps, deliberately played _ the 
deuce in order to throw East on 
lead. After that play East was help- 
less. 
two tricks to the dummy, whereas 
the lead of the ace and another 
diamond would have precisely the 
same effect. 

Thus, conceding a trump trick, al- 
though such concession was totally 
unnecessary, saved two tricks and 
the contract.

HOLLYWOOD, June 29. 
VERY now and then, as we

kind. It happens that this remark 
was made before Charley Laugh- 
ton’s troubles with the U. S. in- 
come tax collectors broke.

Fifteen minutes after he 
arrived he donned a pea-jacket and 
got soaking wet as Capt. Thorbecke 
in a South Seas jungle—on stage 8.

War broke out, he saw service for 
four years, and when he returned 
to the theater the directors remem- 
bered him only as a comedian.

There were any number of other 
such stage and scenic tricks in those 
days that kept audiences talking 
for weeks afterward.

For Weddings

aY have you said that ?t 
W wording of invitations t@ @ 

wedding in the country or in 
the suburbs may include the recep- 
tion invitation on the same sheet, 
but that when the wedding is in 
town the invitation to the ceremony 
should be on one sheet and the in- 
vitation to the reception engraved 
on a card and inclosed? 


Answer: This is really not a fixed 
rule so much as the result of usual 
circumstances. In town, people 
who have large general visiting lists 
are apt to invite this whole general 
list to the church and then invite 
only their more intimate friends to 
the house. In the country, this dis- 
tinction is seldom made, and there- 
fore invitations include church and 
house. The house cards are neces 
sary only when the number of 
those invited to the church greatly 
exceeds the number of those in- 
vited to the house. In town, the 
capacity of the church is greater 
than that of the house or very like- 
ly an apartment. This may perhaps 
mean personal notes of invitation 
to the house. On the other hand, 
the reason why the house invitation 
is so often put on the church invi- 
tation is that when people live in 
the city, and also have a country 
house in which the wedding takes 
place, they cannot invite friends 
from town to the church alone, and 
therefore are not apt to have @ 
small wedding in the country. 


Dear Mrs. Post: My daughter has 
no middle name and her husband 
to-be’s name is very long when writ- 
ten out, so that their two names 
will look unbalanced on the wed 
ding invitations. In this situation 
would it be better to use initials for 
part of his name rather than to 
engrave it all out? 


Answer: There is no reason why 
the length of their names should 


in any way match (in fact hers is | 


seldom half the length of his), but 
if his name is longer than any oth- 
er line of engraving it would be 
better to put initials for one or two 
of his middle names. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Our wedding in- 
vitations will have to be mailed a 
week before my fiance graduates 
from medical school. After we are 
married he will still have his term 
of internment. Naturally, we would 
like to give him the title of doctor 
on the wedding forms, but will it 
be im bad taste to use this title be 
fore it actually belongs to him? 


Answer: Since he will have had 


his degree at the time that the mar- 
riage, which everyone is invited to 
witness, takes place, it seems to me 
that the only danger of impropriety 
lies in the remote chance of his 
failing to pass the examinations 
which confer it. Taking it for 
granted that there is no possible 
doubt of his being a doctor on his 
wedding day, it would, so it seems 
to me, be more cavilling than fair 
to omit his title.
